A Small, grey-haired man comes 
through the door and I recognize him 
from the description once given me 
by Mother Bloor who regularly visited 
the family on her frequent organiz- 
ing trips among the farmers of Ne- 
braska and Iowa. “They're wonderful 
comrades,” the 70-year-old veteran 
labor agitator had told me. 

Stalker is 46 years old and “has 
done practically everything.” He 
worked in the tire factories of Akron, 
Ohio, in the packing houses and coal 
yards of Sioux City, Iowa, for 10 
years, and had a job in a steél mill in 
Pittsburgh. His first job way back in 
1905 was in the Westinghouse Electric 
in that city. “From there I went to 
Ohio, and then to Sioux City. About 
a year and a half ago I came to 
Omaha,” he said.

virtual prisoners, he 
said, and they were forbidden to go 
from one car te another. 

There are at least 40 “politicals” at 
Ellis Island at the present time, Stal- 
ker said. Manuel Fernandes, one of 
the. original Tampa prisoners, has 
been there awaiting deportation for 
the past six months after serving ten 
months in Florida jails.
